Brituin of Ity investigations and conclusion,
that the president should g serlously de-
olare that the Unijred States would enforee
the declslon of the commisison, If, how-
ever, the message dld propoke such o “pre-
pesterous’ contention, and It was sustained
by the American congress anfdl people, there
wonld be nothing left to Greut Dritain but
1o teseh ““the Unlted Stales a needed Josson'”

Inet minlsier to speak, and who may possib.y
refor publicly to the president’'s message, will
be Bir Michael Micks Beach, chaneellor of the
exchequer, who will address a meeting o
Bristol next Thureday.

SUNPRISE DTHR EDITORS,

At the newspaper ofllces tonlght editors
expressed utter surprise and amuzement at
the tener of the message. So far as I conld
learn thelr dispositicn in this moralng's igxues
15 to discount the probability or possibility of
any serious controversy between hte two gov-
ernments to the polot of an armed confliet.
One of the most prominent of these genlle
men said this morning, having just fAnished
lis editoral to a veey pacifie effect, that the
propozed United States commisaion could at
best finlsh its work not before a year or
ore; that Lord Ealisbury need not mean-
while either tuke any aggressive steps to-
ward enforeing Great Dreitaln's claim to th
disputed territory nor interfere with the op-
vrations of the commlisslon; nor, Indesd,
recognlze It, nor pay any attention to it, 1In
this case there could not be any occasion for
a long time to eome for any further clash he-
tween the two governments, and they could
be relied upon to show the barbaric absurdity
of & war between two greeat Anglo-Saxon
natlons on sueh a trifling cause of dispute.

“A war beiween these peoples.” he sald,
“wonll mean the Russianzing of all Europe.
The United States could not wilfully pre-
cipitate that funevitable result for such a
guestion as that Involved In Venezueln even
i, em It dovs not, It Invelved the whols
poliey enunclated by President Monree and
amplifiod by President Cleveland.™

As 1T have pointed oot in previous djs-
' chos, however, neither Bnglish newspepers
wor English publie men generally have any
fden 1hiut there Is really considerabls wentl-
mient In e United Siaten for the enforce-
ment uf the Moprog doctrine to the polnt of
wiar with Great Britain or any leading foreign
power,  They conelder, or profess to conslder,
thic question now ot Issue asx a  politiosl
rhodemontate of politiclans only, and merely
moeant to have effect upon the next presis
dentinl ¢lection,

CUBANS MOVING 0N HAVANA

In 8pite of Reported Defeats Insurgents
Oontinue an Aggressive Campaign.

SPAIN UNABLE TO CHECK THEIR PROGRESS

Combined Armion of Gowmer nodd Macvo
Grandunlly Concentrating amd n
Declsive Nutile Must Soon
e Fooght,

HAVANA, Dec. 17,—The Insurgents, in
crosged the military lines botween the citles
of Banta Clara and Clenfuegos, the head-
quarters of General Campos,. and thelr ad-
vance guards are now in sight of Las Lajas,
well 1o the westward of Santa Clara, show-
Ing that the Spaniatds have been utterly un-
able to check their progress since they
creseed the frontler of Santa Clara from
Pucrto Principe, &t 1guara.

Everything shows the insurgents to be
moving toward Matanzas, and Campos |s on
his way there to take command of the
Spanish forees which must soon meet those
of Gomez and Macco in a pitched baktle.

The battle of Maltiempe, hult way between
the city of Santa Clara and Clenfuegos, in
which, aecording to an account received here,
a Spanish foree of 600 troops under Colonel
Arizon Is suld to have met the main body of
| the insurgents under Maximo Gomez, num-
bering about 6000 men, was followed by
(another engagement at Peraljo, whete the
| troops lost sixty-five killed and the insur-
gents had 200 killed and wounded, A el
tenant colonel and a major dled afterward
from wonnds recetved during this fight,

These “repulses™ of the Insurgants and the
snnouncement of the heavy loss they are
gald to have ineurrsd have not prevented
them from passing steadily onward, and go
the Spanish forces must be in retreat or
defeated beyvond cencentration,

However, the monst serlous news for the
Spaniards Is the dispatch announcing the in-
surgents to be In sight of Las Lajas, showing
the combined armies of Mac2o and Gomez to
be muking for the provines of Havana.
Near Matanzas a decislve battle must be
fought, or else the Spanlards must retreat
upon Huavana itself,

General Campos recognizes the gravity of
the sltustion and has hurriedly left Cien-
fuegos for Matanzas fo taike command of the
troops that will attempt to bar the way of
the apparently victorlous Cubans,

Only about ten days have elapsed since the
announcement was made of the defeat of
Cdlonel Seguira at Agulra, by Maceo and
Gemez, when the insurgents entercd Santa
Clara; but the Cubans have sinee that
crossed four-fifths of the province of Santa
Clitra and they have done this In the face of
the 40,000 pickad troops sald 1o have been
dlptributed over that territory,

It was at Santa Clara that Campos made
his hemndquorters and it was from there he
propos=d to direct the operations which were
to hurl the enemy back In confusion. Later
he changed his headquariers to Clenfursgos,
southenst of Santa Clara; now he s off
for Matanzns, ten or fifteen days' hard trav-
eling for the Insurgents Ifrom Santa Clura,
Should the Insurgents be dafented and or-
dipary falr generalship be adopted by the
Spaniards, the forces of Gomez and Muceo
will be caught from their rear on one of the
nurrowest parts of the lIsland by all the
Spanigh troops they have sucesssfully evaded
or defeated In their march westward. The
noxt two weeks, consequently, should settle
matters one way or the aother,

FILIBUSTIERS MADE A LANDING.

Securcd Arma amd Ammuniilon ond
Escnped (o the Interior.

NEW YORIK, D:e. 17.—A cipher dispatch
recelved by a4 member of the Venezuclan
calony in this city announces the landing
near Coro of another formidable expedition
sont from Curacoa by a wing of the revelu-
tionury party, General Usblo Diaz and Gen-
el Mendez, until lately members of Presi-
dent Crespo's military counell, left Caracas
for Curacoa as soon as the latest revolution
began, At Curgeoa they offered thelr serviczs
to the revolutionury junta and tarned over
$15,000 which had been contributed in Cara-
cas by friends of Gene:al Monagas, the hend
of the revolutionary party. The Junta Imm:-
diately organizsd an expedition and procured
from Trinidad 2,000 Mansur rifles that had
been tn bond there for some thoe and bought
o lot of ammunition, machetes, American re-
volvers, cartridge belte and hospltal stores,

In the [ust expedition were twenty men, be-
sides the two gencrals. They eailed from
Curacoa In an English tramp steamer. The
steamer's arrival In Coro wae the slgoal for
an uprising In Curaco, Th: stenmer Class-
mate, which cartied the Monagas expedition
from Newport News to Venezuela, has heen
chartered by the revolutionlists to be used as
o cruiser, 1t will iy the English flag when
not carrying srms and men to Vencnuela.

The latesr dispatchea report that the Vene-
guelan government continues to display an-
nounciments in the sguare facing the Casa
Armarilla thet the révolution Is ended ancd
that the leaders of all rebel bande are Iin jall,
but within ten' days Genernl Alvareg has
been gent to La Guayra with 1,200 men to
suppress an outbreak there. La Guayra is
only ten milea from the natlonal capital.
General Alvarez has #nt word Lo the gov-
eroment that the robels escaped to the In-
terlor before he arvived, The revolution
Has rrached the sdale of Miranda, the home
of I'resident Crespo, and his immense coffeo
plantations are in danger of destruction ut
the hands of the rebils,  General Crespo has
oridered troops o Miranda to protect his
property. ~

On the
streets the message was discussed and old
veterans of the Iate war talk:d exullantly
of what they were prepared agaln to un-
dertanke at the call of thelr conntry. In
the great hall of the pension bullding the
vieployes githersd nnd sang with gust “The
eniployes gathered and sang with gusto “The
"Tin of Thee."
